Washington, March 16.— "The events 
of tho past throe weeks in England, have, 
in my belief, made Home Rule for Ire- 
land a question of a very short time," 
Patrick Egan said to-night. "The col- 
lapse of tho Tiima case against Parnoll 
has stunned tho Tory and liberal-unionist 
bodies, while it has brought to Parnell 
sympathy from sources bitterly hostile to 
him. The outlook of Irish affairs was 
never before as bright as to-day. I be- 
lieve the defeat of the government 
in parliament may bo expected 
almost any day now. It is impos- 
sible to foreshadow tho exact course 
of events or say what question Salisbury 
will go down upon. It is the unexpected 
that always happens in pclitics, and 
especially in British politics, and the 
Tories some clay will suddenly find them- 
selves without a majority on some appar- 
ently unimportant question, as they did 
in 1885. Tories and Liberal- Unionists 
can hold together on broad general 
principles, like coercion in Ireland, in 
order to hang on to oflice, but when ques- 
tions involving vital local interests arise, 
members of parliament will find 
themselves forced to vote as their 
mstituents desire, and coalition will fall 
to pieces. The only real point, of sym- 
pathy between liberal-unionists and torios 
is their common hatred of Ireland, and 
alliances founded oil hatred have always 
proved short lived. There tire a hundred 
questions on which they do not and can- 
not agree, and if tiny of these questions 
aro forced into prominence down will the 
government go at once. "

Scruutou Minns Cnve in. 

Scranton, Pa., March l(i. — Eight 
chambers in the 14-foot vein and those 
directly above it, in tho Rock vein of the 
Central colliery have caved in, and the 
crush iB still in progress. The damage 
that may ensue cannot be determined, as 
the cave-in is almost in the very centre of 
the Hyde Park section of the city. The 
convulsion was almost under the Wash- 
burn Street Presbyterian church, and the 
north wall of the editico is dangerously 
pitched out of plumb and ceilings have 
given away. The residence of the pastor 
and that of the mine superintendent, was 
thrown askow by tho crush. 

Back From Ike <>rnve. 

Shamokin, Pa., March 1(5. — After 
suffering untold tortures since Wednes- 
day morning, Peter Mearchelskie, the 
last of the miners entombed in the Black 
Diamond colliery, was rescued at one 
o'clock this afternoon, Jle is now lying 
in a precarious condition at his home in 
this city. His escape from death was one 
of tho most remarkable in the annalsof 
mining history. When tho gangway was 
closed in, ho with tho rest of his com- 
rades, made a rush to escape. Mear- 
chelskie was struck by a piece of falling 
coal, and bis companions saw him fall 
into the hole which buried him to the 
neck. When about to climb out, tho 
entire roof over head began to crack, mak- 
ing a noise like a hundred cannons, and 
paralyzed with fear he was unable to rise, 
as a intiKS of rock began falling, wedging 
the unfortunate man into a niche. Sud- 
denly a monstrous tall took place, and n 
large piece was hollowed out, in the middle 
which covered him up completely. This 
formed a barrier against a number of tails 
which fell down directly afterwards, The 
enclosure wherein Moarohelskie was con- 
lined was nearly air-tight, and ho sank 
into a stupor. Soon after a piece of rock 
struck the sitlo of tho hollow lump of coal, 
breaking it open through whioll fresh air 
brought him back to his senses. 
Re remembors nothing else until at 
5 o'clock this morning lie heard a dull 
sound, which grew plainer as the hours 
drew on, when he again swooned. Gain- 
ing consciousness, he begged men to cut 
oil his legs, which were yet fast, and gut 
him out. His resetters worked with a 
will, and shortly after four o'clock, 
Mearchelskie was lifted out again. He 
lapsed into unconsciousness and has 
remained so since being rescued, During 
his imprisonment the only thing ho had 
to BUttoill life was a small lamp full of oil, 
of this ho drank very sparingly, but 
when rescued the lamp was drained. The 
men taken out yesterday aro all doing 
well.

[n the commons, Lord George Hamil- 
ton, lirst lord of the admiralty, announced 
that Australia promised to give §35,000 
annually for ton years toward the building 
of the proposed new ships of war ; also, 
to fully maintain the vessels when com- 
pleted.

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THE ESTIMATES. 



The Estimates for tho yearending Juno 
30, 1S90, wei'e laid on the table of the 
Legislative Assembly on Friday evoning. 
Tho estimated revenue for next year is 
§609,491, and the estimated expenditure 
$804,431. The expenditure includes all 
that will bo tho Government's outlay — 
what will be spent on capital account its 
well ns what is required to defray the or- 
dinary expenses. It is manifest that in a 
new country like this the Government in 
order to open up the Pro\ ince and develop 
its res, i ti ices inns' every year spend a 
great deal of money which it is not to bo 
expected could be provided for out of the 
current year's revenue. There are roads 
to be opened, bridges to bo built, public 
buildings of different kinds to be con- 
structed and other permanent improve- 
ments to bo made which the Proviuco 
in la and which il is well able to pay for. 
These works remain for future genera- 
tions and il is only fair thai posterity 



in tho Estimates, and wo are pretty suro 
that there is no district or municipality 
which will complain that it will next year 
rooivo more than its fair shard of the pub- 
lic money, 

It will bo observed that the expendi- 
ture for education is very large. In pro- 
portion to its population British Columbia 
pays more than any other province in the 
Dominion for education. Wo hoar com- 
plaints that the expenditure oil education 
is too heavy a drain on tho finances of the 
province. Counting the expenditure for 
school houses and their maintenance, it 
takes considerably more than one-fourth 
of the whole provincial revenue to keep 
up the schools. This is a very 
largo proportion. With a full know- 
ledge of this the corporation of 
Nanaimo and Victoria refuse to pay the 
very moderate sum they are asked to con- 
tribute to the maintenance of . their 
schools. It may bo that the Government 
will find that tho support of education is 
too heavy a load for it. to carry and that it 
will be forced to adopt the system 
that obtains in most of the other provinces 
which requires the schools to be 
mainly supported by local rates. 
The municipalities which complain 
because tlicy are asked to bear 
a small share of the expense of tho super- 
ior educational advantages they enjoy 
will find that maintaining tho schools out 
of their own rates will bo far more bur- 
densome than paying what the Govern- 
ment requires. The Government now 
supplies thein with everything — school- 
houses, play-grounds, teachers, and all 
that is required to keep the schools in 
operation. Under tho Ontario system a 
very different state of things obtains, and 
if tho Government wore forced to adopt 
that system the municipalities would find 
tho exponas of maintaining their schools 
very much greater than it is now. We 
trust that the ratepayers of Victoria and 
Nanaimo do not approve of the action 
taken by tho respective city governments, 
ami that, they, if the aldermen do not, 
know when thoy are well off. If the Gov- 
ernment could cut down the ap- 
propriation for education very consider- 
ably they would bo able to provide better 
for other branches of tho public service 
and would be in a much easier position 
financially; but would the education of the 
children he as well attended to or would 
the people's burden be lighter. We think

statement of revenue and expenditure. 
We are not sure that I he system that, oh 
tai s in this province is not on t he whole 
preferable. The taxpayer hero sees nt

FORESTRY. 

The people of the eastern provinces of 
Canada are beginning to pay some atten- 
tion to forestry. Those provinces .at one 
time possessed splendid forests. Hut their 
inhabitants believed them to be inexhaust- 
ible and waged war on them witli tire ami 
steel. Some of those who witnessed the 
wanton destruction of tho forests pri- 
meval warned the destroyers that I hoy or 
their children would deplore the waste 
and seek to repair it when it would be too 
kite. They have proved true prophets. 
Sections of country which were once COV 
erod with splendid forests are now com 
pletely denuded of trees, and the sites of 
saw-nulls and the remains of dams are 
many parts of ihe country looked Upon 
antiquities -as the remains of a state 
things that has passed never to return. In 
•■t her sections the mills are still standing 
but ( he lumberman is glad to use logs tha 
would, twenty or thirty years ago, be reject 
od as rubbish. The forests in these parts o 
Canada are all gone and there seems to hi 
no hope of cultivating new ones. Tin 
most that can be expected is the preserva- 
tion of grove3 here and there left to add 
beauty to the landscape and give shelter 
■o the cattle. 'The present condi 
li.,n of these sections of the Do 
minion should bo a warning to I he in 
habitants of British Columbia and other 
parts of Canada where the forests arc still 
to be seen in all their magnificence. 

The attention of many gentlemen of 
tho East, the Hon. Mr. Joly lunongotln 
has been turned lo the discovery of some 
means to preserve the forests that 
still remain in the country. They -lo not 
iay that 110 more timber shall In: cut, but 
they advocate its being cut with judgment 
and economy. They would have the trees 
that are lit for timber used, and those 
that are not yet lit for the axe left t 
grow. By culling in this way under pn 
por supervision, large t racl s of forest s may 
lie made almost inexhaustible. They 
would have laws made with the object of 
preserving tho forests from fire— and en- 
forced. Ignorant and inconsiderate peoph 
may think those precautions unnecessary. 
They see large tracis of country, many 
miles in extent, covered with trees, and 
1 hey not unnaturally conclude that it is 
impossible to use all the timber that thosi 
f n-ests contain. But many men now li\ 
ing have in other parts of the continent 
seen as large an extent of land quite as 
thickly timbered become as bare almost 
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timber scarce and dear in places when 
once cumbered thu ground and had 
scarcely any merchantable value. What 
has happened in other provinces may 
happen here if the proper means are not 
used to prevent if. The forests of British 

Columbia are one of its chief sources of 
wealth. They are far from being' inex- 
haustible. They can, however, be made 
I o last, a very long time and can bu re- 
newed if the proper precautions are taken 
ami the right means used. 'This is a mat- 
tor to which the government would do 
well to turn its attention. Timber is be- 
coming scarco in America and coiisu- 
quontly tho forests of this province are 
growing more valuable. In twenty 
years from this those that remain will be 
worth a hundred per cent, more than 
they .ire now. Is it not, therefore, well 
worth while to look around for means to 
preserve them and make the most of them? 
Forests are of vety slow growth, and it. is 
much easier to keep those wo have than 
to find ways of replacing thorn when they 
are gone. We in this prnvitico are iw a 
better position with regard to timber sup- 
ply than the inhabitants of any other part, 
of the continent and we ought lo hi; care- 
ful < iko tho moBt of our advantages,

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OUR OTTAWA LETTER. 



The Week's Record of Work at the 
Capital. 



The budget I)obiito-A Senatorial Joko-An 
Obnoxious Proposal— The 
WrooklngBlU. 



(From Our Own Correspondent.) 

Ottawa, March 9. — The big thing of 
the wool; has boon tho budget and the 
budget debate. <H the former much may 
bo said in terms of commendation, of thu 
debate itself little. Hun. Mr. Foster's 
first effort is one of which lie has overy 
reason to bo proud. It was somewhat 
lengthy — occupying four hours in deliver}' 
— but his material was exceptionally 
good, and the statistics which he gave to 
show the progress Canada has made since 
1807 are well worthy of being recorded in 
the pages of Hansard. The dry bones of 
the financial statement arc simply thosu — 
a deficit of 6810,000 for last year; an esti- 
mated Burplus of $1,900,000 this year, 
and a similarly estimated surplus of 
$2,075,000 next year. Mr. Foster took 
Laurier's Onkvillo speech of last August, 
in which that gentleman affirmed that 
Canada bad not made the slightest pro- 
gress since confederation, and showed by 
tho must unimpeachable testimony the 
gross exaggeration of whiehthe opposition 
leader bail been guilty. Sir Richard 
Cartwright, who followed, delivered one 
of his customary speeches, which, as Mr. 
Tupper subsequently pointed out, was 
nothing but a rehash of a speech of his de- 
livered in 18S(i. Since then tho debate 
has gone on languidly, thu back bench 
ever seizing the opportunity to tiro off 
their one speech of the session. 

ritOOHKH.S OF BUSINESS. 

Tho session is gutting on apace and still 
quite a number <>f lively discussions are 
in store for the House. Before this letter 
roaches Victoria, Col. O'Brien's motion on 
the Jesuits question will likely have boon 
thrashed out. Then we are promised a 
debate on some aspect of Imperial Feder- 
ation, and lastly there is big Herman 
Cook's motion in reference to Irish Homo 
Rule. In the discussion on the fatter it 
is said Mr. Blake will take part. With 
three such important questions undebated 
at tho time ol writing one may well won- 
der bow Parliament is going to get 
through its labors before Easter. It may 
be said, however, that a good deal of work [ 
is being done for which tho public records 
givo no credit. Private bill legislation is 
very well advanced. The committees arc 
meeting every day and all those bills — 
miscellaneous in their character, but none 
tho less important in effect — aro being 
steadily pushed forward. There arc strong 
hopes yet of concluding Parliamentary 
business in a session of olevou weeks' 
durat ion. 

"o" BATTERY BARRACKS. 

1 telegraphed Tnr. Colonist late last 
night that Lieut. -Col. Prior, by dint of 
pertinacity, had at last succeeded in se- 
curing Sir Adolphe Caron's promise that 
the buildings for "C" battery shall bo 
gone on with Hub year. Although tho 
extent of the buildings may not bo every- 
thing that the people of Victoria require, 
or rather that are essential for the comfort 
and effective housing of the officers and 
men, still on the principle that half a loaf 
is bettor than no bread, the promise of of- 
ficers' quarters, guard-house and cook- 
house is something. .Sir Adolphe Caron 
has been confronted with his own solemn 
promise made to the people of Victoria at 
the banquet given to him on tho occasion 
of his visit ami customary as it is for him 
to make promises and wriggle out of the 
performance of them when he convenient- 
ly can, there was no going behind this 
promise. People hereabouts are begin- 
ning to realize something of the position of 
atiairs willi you and it would not surprise 
me if tho Minister of Militia comes in for 
some hard knocks when the estimates are 
again taken up. It is known that he was 
desirous of crowding the entire battery 
into the three huts already erected, but 
the Headquarters stall' declined to father 
the proposal and Sir Adolphe had not tho 
effrontery to do it, however much it may 
have been his heart's desire. Come what 
may, the full amount of §50,000 which 
the departmental officials say is rjocessary 
to give adequate accommodation to the 
Battery will have to be spent sooner or 
later, and Sir Adolphe had better face the 
music now. 

CONSUll I' TIoN OF CHINAMEN. 

One of the curiosities of the Capital is 
undoubtedly the Senate in session. Yes 
terday I spent hall an hour there listening 
to Senator Poirier, on the oyster question 
Mr. Poirier is the youngest member of 
the venerable body, as well as its Artemus 
Ward, 'fake the following extract from 
Ilia speech : 

" We imported, hon. gentlemen, of 
$312,735 worth of oysters for J887-88, 
while our own production did not reach 
for the same year §200,000. Where is 
our National Policy in all this I Now, 1 
believe in National Policy; therefore I 
wish to see it applied here. Prom the 
above figures I have omitted, for reasons 
obvious, 3,433 lbs. of oysters, worth §539, 
imported from China into British Colum- 
bia, ami which I do not, wish to mention, 
lest some personal application might be 
made to some one of colleagues from tho 
remote Province, whose healthy corpu 
lence speaks volumes in favor of thu con- 
sumption of tho savory bivalve. Betweon 
brackets let. me tell you that for the same 
year our British Columbian colleagues 
have imported 280 heathen Chinamen, at 
$50 pur head, which shows a cunBiderabli 
advance on the consumption of Celestials 
over oysters on the western slope of the 
Rookies. "' 

People will believe that this witry(?)ol 
nervation was received with tho moststoli 
indifference by the Senators, not even a 
smile breaking over I lie countenance of ;\ 
single one of them. 

"British Columbia continues to be in 
great favor with intending emigrants on 
account, of its salubrious climate and tho 
favorable reports of the settlors there. 
Mi'. II. L. Million, whom I sent out. live 
years ago, returned to spend the Christ- 
mas with his friends in Dublin, has called 
to thank mo for sending him out. Ho has 
tt good farm on Salt Spring Island, and is 
delighted with the country. Vancouver, 
ho states, is a fine city, although he shot 
deer on its site when he first went nut. 
He will return to British Columbia in 
April, and take out several of bin friends 
with him. 

"A good many intending emigrants are 
enquiring about ranching in Alberta, and 
farming in Manitoba, and I am led to bo- 
liove that there will be a substantial emi- 
gration to British Columbia and the 
Northwest this season." 

an obnoxious raorosAX, 
Postmaster General Haggart's proposal 
to increase the postage on drop letters 
from one to two cents is evoking a good 
deal of hostility and if pressure is only 
brought to boar on the representatives of 
the people in time it is possible that there 
will be such a strong expression of opinion 
against tho proposal as may induce Mr. 
Haggart to withdraw it. In our cities 
anil towns the public hardly realize yet 
tho full effect of the proposed change, 
it hardly Hounis a .square deal that a let- 
ter, on which a charge of two cents is 
made, may only bu carried at the most, 
ten miles, for that; amount whereas on a 
letter mailed at Halifax for Victoria but 
three cents aro charged. Of course, no 
one pretends to advocate that t he scale of 
charges on letters should bo proportionate 
to the distance they are to go, but the 
dissimilarity in the cases pointed out is 



worthy of consideration. Tho proposed 
incroaso will seriously .affect merchants 
and others who are accustomed to solid 
out circulars, accounts, otc, in this way. 
It will also mean doubling the postage 
of tho different fraternal, benefit, 
benevolent and other societies which 
arc in tho habit of notifying 
members of tho nights of meeting. 
Representations have already been made 
to Mr. Haggart on the subject, but when 
the Colonist askod him yesterday 
whether ho proposed to drop tho proposal 
ho said ho had not considered the matter. 
THE WRECKING. DILL, 
Mr. Ivirkpat rick's bill providing for re- 
ciprocity in wrecking has received a thor- 
ough overhauling by the committee to 
which it was referred. In fact it may bo 
said that a now bill entirely has been sub- 
stituted for Mr. Kirkpatrick's. Tho old 
bill simply accepted the United States of- 
fer ; tho now measure practically makes a 
now offer. It says United States vessels 
and wrecking appurtenances may render 
aid and assistances to United 
States or other vessels and pro- 
perty wrecked, disabled, or in dis- 
tress m Canadian waters contiguous to the 
United States. The act shall he construed 
to apply to tho Welland Canal and im- 
provement of * the waters butweon Lake 
Brie and Lako Huron and to the waters of 
St. Mary's River and canal, and shall 
come into force on a date hereafter to be 
proclaimed, when the Government is as- 
sured that similar privileges have been ex- 
tended to Canadian vessels by the United 
StateB Government. Mr. Kirkpatrick's 
desire for a general bill applicable to 
British Columbia or Nova Scotia as well 
as to tho inland waters has therefore not 
been met, but the probabilities aro that 
ho will have to bo content with the new 
measure, if ho desires anything at all.

M. Antisell, of 
Saw Francisco, who will, on his arrival at 
San Francisco, organize a company so that, 
the mine may be developed as soon as pos- 
sible. Another ledge found is 1,700 feel 
wide and its ore assays from a trace of 
gold up to 825 per ton. On Sheep creek, 
about four miles from Juneau, galena 
ledges, which carry both gold and silver, 
have been discovered, which assay from 
$100 to $3,000 per ton. Last, fall 2,200 
pounds of this ore was sent, to San Fran- 
cisco and a check for SI To was received 
back, which was the net result after all 
the expense of transportation and reduc- 
tion had been paid for. . /
